New Board Elected in June 


At the June, 1995 meeting, 
new officers and Board 
Members were elected, and 
following is the list and informa- 
tion about them. Elected presi- 
dent was Ellie Becker, editor of 
the Foggy Bottom News and 


longtime FBA Board member. 


Ellie owns a house on Eye 
Street, and works for the Non- 
prescription Drug Manufac- 
turers Association. This is her 
second time as FBA president, 
she has held all the other posts 
as well (except Membership 
Director), and has been editor 
or otherwise involved with the 
News for many years.

PUD Regulations. In July, Bar- 
bara Kahlow submitted written 
comments to the D.C. Zoning 
Commission on its proposal on 
Planned Unit Developments 
(PUDs). The comments, reiter- 
ating her testimony in Decem- 
ber on behalf of the FBA, ad- 
dressed proposed changes to the 
time limits and permissive 
qualification for PUDs. Later 
that month she testified on 
behalf of the FBA on the pro- 
posed housing linkage provi- 
sions. An important amend- 
ment, authored by Kahlow and 
introduced by Ward 2 Coun- 
cilmember Jack Evans, specifies 
that in Ward 2 ‘‘a substantial 
part of the amenities provided in 
proposed (PUDs) shall accrue to 
the community in which the 
PUD would have an impact.” 

On August 31, 1995, at the re- 
quest of the Zoning Commis- 
sion, Kahlow, as an individual, 
submitted further legislative 
history and regulatory analysis 
for the Commission in its con- 
sideration of both of these zon- 
ing cases. 


Whitehurst Freeway. It has 
been reported that construction 
on the east and west ends of the 
Whitehurst Freeway might 
begin as early as November, and 
the project is expected to take 
about 18 months. This and 
several over projects have begun 
following passage of legislation

allowing the D.C. government 
to use federal highway grant 
money prior to providing the re- 
quired matching funds. Foggy 
Bottom/West End will be af- 
fected, as the work to be done 
involves the area from Thomas 
Jefferson Street to 25th Street. 
At the other end, work will 
center around the Key Bridge 
area. 


FBA Activities. Don Tobey 


chairs an FBA committee to 
communicate our concerns to 
the D.C. control board and to 
the Congressional groups who 
are studying and making deci- 
sions affecting D.C. This com- 
mittee met in July and settled on 
issues they felt they should con- 
centrate on, including the 
deterioration of the appearance 
of our area and the city as a 
whole and services to the elder- 
ly. Committee member Richard 
Price has since communicated 
with Councilmember Jack 
Evans’ staff, proposing that he 
sponsor a Ward 2 forum to

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Update continued from page 1 
outline issues to be brought to 
the attention of the city, the con- 
trol board and others. 

Tobey later attended a 
meeting on August 17 of a 
citizens advisory group organiz- 
ed by activist Dorothy Brizill. 
John Hill, chief staff member of 
the control board, described 


current issues before the Board, 


followed by a discussion period. 

In early September, FBA 
President Ellie Becker and 
Tobey attended a dinner 
meeting and discussion with 
Jane Fortson, an urban affairs 
adviser to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. Fort- 
son is on the staff of the Progress 
and Freedom Foundation; its 
president, Jeff Eisenach, also at- 
tended and heard from a select 
group of community leaders 
from all areas of the city. 

Many wide-ranging sugges- 
tions were made for attention by 
Fortson and the Foundation, in- 
cluding areas in which they 
could interest other founda- 
tions’ support. Fortson seemed 
to be seeking solutions to the ci- 
ty’s problems other than by 
direct micromanagement of the 
city by the Congress. ‘“Do you 
really want the Congress runn- 
ing the DCRA,”’ etc. etc. Kerry 
Stowell of the Watergate Com- 
munity Council was also at the 
dinner meeting. 

The FBA Board met August 
1, heard a report on the suc- 
cessful Membership Party in Ju- 
ly; learned that to date there 
were 125 paid members, and 
that renewal letters would be 
sent in the near future; and 
discussed meeting dates and 
speakers. 

No WETA Building on Cam- 
pus. WETA has announced 
that it has abandoned its plan 
to build a new headquarters on 
the GWU campus, but will in- 
stead build in Shirlington in 
Virginia, near its present loca- 
tion. The new building is ex- 
pected to house the entire opera- 
tion, now scattered among 
several buildings. The project to 
build a new building on the 
campus was delayed and finally 
defeated by objections from the 
Foggy Bottom community, 
spearheaded by the ANC. 
GWU To Start Dorm. GWU 
has announced plans to start 
construction of its new residence 
hall this month, and it is ex- 
pected to take about a year and 
a half. The dorm will be located 
on the south side of the 2300 
block of H Street, will be nine 
stories and house over 400 up- 
perclassmen. It is across the 
street from Potomac Plaza Ter- 
races and just north of St. 
Mary’s Court. 

According to The Hatchet, it 
is only the second residence hall 
built by the University, all other 
dorms were purchased.
